Edmundson, a lieutenant of John 
L. Lewis, chairman of the CIO 
and head of the United Mine Work- 
ers, when informed by the writer 
of the defendant’s unsupported. tes- 
timony described it as a “conspicu- 
ous example of perjured testi- 
mony.” 

Edmundson, whose official title 
is president of District 12, United 
Mine Workers, and who was at 
Lewis’ side during the successful 
CIO negotiations with General 
Motors Corporation last winter, 
told this correspondent that he 
“never saw Allen until after he got.

There were no foreign diplomatic 
officials remaining in Nanking, ac- 
cording to the Japanese information 
The Japanese embassy was reported 
to have escaped damage, but the 
Japanese said they were uninformed 
about how other diplomatic estab- 
lishments had fared in the fighting. 


JAPANESE BOMBS WIPE OUT 
CHINESE WEDDING PARTY 


Bridal Pair, Parents and Several 
Friends Reported Killed by 
Flyers.

WAICHOW, China, Dec. 15.— 
Chinese reported today that Jap- 
anese bombing planes had wiped 
out a wedding party in a village 
near here, apparently because of a 
tragic coincidence. 

As five Japanese warplanes flew 
over the village, the reports said, 
the wedding guests were shooting 
firecrackers and discharging can- 
non, their time-honored way of cele- 
brating. 

The Japanese flyers, apparently 
believing they were being fired on, 
dropped two bombs. The bridal 
pair, their parents and some rela- 
tives and friends were killed.

Marshall arrived in Shanghai by

The Panay, he said, opened fire 
on the attacking Japanese planes 
when bombs started dropping and 
“kept her guns blazing until the last 
minute.” 

“The Japanese planes dropped 12 
bombs around the Panay and the 
Standard Oil vessels,” he related. 
“They came so low it was impos- 
sible for them not to know the 
Panay was a foreign ship. The visi- 
bility was excellent. 

“The first bomb hit the fore- 
castle. When the ship began sink- 
ing the Captain ordered her aban- 
doned. 

“All passengers and crew mem- 
bers jumped overside. 

1 landed on the deck of the 
Meian (one of the Standard Oil ves- 
sels) and helped the Captain pull 
up anchor to get under way. 

Fatal Wounding of Italian. 

“Sandro Sandri (Italian newspa- 
per man) was in the upper ward 
room of the Panay when he was 
hit by shrapnel, receiving fatal 
wounds. 

“I was aboard the Meian when 
that ship was bombed. I was 
struck. by shrapnel, receiving 
wounds in the neck, stomach, shoul- 
der and chest.” 

Marshall said the Panay opened 
fire on the Japanese planes at the 
beginning of the attack and con- 
tinued firing until it sank. 

“After the gun crew fired until 
the last, Anders (Lieut. Arthur F. 
Anders), who was wounded and un- 


able to talk, took a piece of white} 


chalk and scribbled on the side of 
the ship: Take to boats. Stay as 
close to shore as possible. Then 
swim -and send boats back.’ 

“When the Meian was sunk, I 
struggled ashore. Hodge (John L. 
Hodge, Panay fireman), helped 
me. We walked" with Vines (F.

SHANGHAI, Dec. -15.—Reports 
from the war front today indicated 
hard fighting was in progress be- 
yong Nanking, where the Japanese 
army, driving steadily into the in- 
terior, was combating Chinese 
along a new defense line estab- 
lished about five miles northwest 
of the fallen capital. 

The area along the Yangtze River 
was the scene of a large-scale bat- 
tle. The Chinese apparently rallied 
about.140,000 men on the new line 
at Puchen, in a desperate effort te 
halt the Japanese advance. 

Gen. Iwane Matsui, commander 
of the troops conquering Nanking, 
set up field headquarters there and 
reorganized his forces for continua- 
tion of the interior campaign. 

The Chinese forces were reported 
throwing up fortifications along the 
Tientsin-Pukow Railway, across the 
Yangtze River from Nanking. 
Japanese forces still were mop- 
ping up in the city, according to 
the meager advices filtering 
through to Shanghai, and the cas- 
ualties of the hand-to-hand strug- 


gle for Nanking apparently were 
enormous. 

Capture of Yangchow. 
Moving out 35 miles northeast of 
Nanking last night, a Japanese 
force surprised Chinese defending 
Yangchow and captured the walled 
city. The Yangchow onslaught fol- 
lowed a defiant rejection by Gen. 
Mah Siao-chen, commanding the 
Chinese force there, of Gen. Mat- 
sui’s request that he surrender. 
Chinese press reports of the er 
change pointed out that Mah and 
Matsui had been fellow students at 
a Japanese military academy. 
“There can be no personal friend- 
ship between us while there is war 
between China and Japan,” the 
Chinese General declared. 
Another Japanese column advanc- 
ing along the Yangtze River cap- 
tured fortifications and 22 large 
guns outside Nanking. 

Nanking Occupation Incomplete,

Eden said. 

In reply to Clement Attlee, the 
Labor party leader, Eden read a 
Japanese note apologizing for at- 
tacks on British ships and saying 
immediate steps were being taken 
to prevent further attacks.

He estimated 
that all three planes that partici- 
pated in the raid on the four Ameri- 
can ships probably power dived 
from a height of 7500 feet, loosing 
their bombs when 1500 feet up. 

One conjecture hazarded by for- 
eign military,experts here is that 
Japan’s losses of planes and her 
best pilots are heavier than has 
hitherto been admitted and that it 
is therefore possible that she is 
now using many insufficiently 
trained men.

Reminded today that the felony 
statute provides no fine, Circuit 
Attorney Miller said that apparent- 
ly the $500 fine was excessive, but 
he did not believe it would annul 
the verdict as Judge Coleman could 
remit it if he considered it exces- 
sive.

Attitude of Jury. 


The jury deliberated. an hour. The 
foreman, Thomas E. Witte, 7027

porter that the jury had no diffi- 
culty in agreeing on White’s guilt, 
but took four or five ballots on the 
punishment.

Woodward, the court instructed the

Before Constadin testified, Bass 
developed that he was once named 
in an indictment. on the same 
charge voted by a grand jury, but, 
after being promised ‘“considera- 
tion” by the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice, he testified before the grand 
jury and a no true bill was re- 
turned in the case, nullifying the 
- indictment. i 


About One Hundred Indicted. 


Since Circuit Attorney Miller 
made the rule about gambling 
cases, about 100 persons have been 
indicted on charges of acting as 
custodian of a bet or setting up a 
gaming device, but until White’s 
case was called, all succeeded in 
postponing a trial by continuances. 
Dewey Godfrey, member and for- 
mer chairman of the Democratic 
City Central Committee, assisted 
Bass in the defense of White, and 
is attorney for most of the others 
under indictment.

Horner announced after a 
conference with Charles E. Miner 
of Chicago, State director for the 
Works Progress A tion, 
that the WPA would furnish 3680, 
495; the Disaster Loan Corporation, 
$450,000, and the State $162,000, in- 
cluding $12,000 1n motor tuel tax 
receipts for highway construction. 

Maj. Charles R. Lord, assistant 
State W P A director, left tor Shaw- 
rneetown where three temporary 
camps for flood refugees will be 
dismantled and rebuilt as smaller 
units for the housing of workers 
at the new site, three miles in- 
land, 

WPA officials estimated the 
project would be completed by June 
30, 1939. 

Floods Prompt Moving of Town. 

The removal of the community 
was first proposed following the 
floods of last winter, when 15 to 
25 feet of water covered the town. 

The Gallatin County Housing Au- 
thority was established to plan for 
rehabilitation, and after confer- 
ences with Federal and State agen- 
cies the plan was worked out 
Some 200 Shawneetown residents 
now employed on projects in other 
sections of the State, will furnish 
the labor. 

The State’s $150,000 appropriation 
will go for the purchase of the 
abandoned town as a State park, 
with the funds made available to 
the County Housing Authority for 
rehabilitation work. The money 
from the Disaster Loan Corporation 
will be lent to the Housing Author- 
ity for home and business building’ 


construction, with the WPA funds 
to be spent on labor. The Disaster 
loan is repayable to the Federal 
agency in 20 years at 4 per cent in- 
terest. The homes will be sold to 
residents for $1500, the monthly 
payment being $6. 
Model City Planned. 

When completed, new Shawnee 
town will be a model city, 400 feet 
above sea level and built according 
to the model of Mary Long Whit- 


Additional buildings will include 
two school houses, a gymnasium 
for the present high school, a city 
hall and fire station, and a com- 
munity house with a large audi- 
torium for general civic 8. 
As no publie funds will be used for 
the construction of churches, Miner 
said, the community house audi- 
torium will be used by all religious 
groups. 

“The houses will be sensible, well 
planned and comfortable,“ the 
WPA director said. They will 
average three and one-half rooms, 
almost half again as large and bet- 
ter than the present average home 
in Shawneetown.” One hundred and 
seventy-five new homes will be con- 
structed, while 250 of the 425 now 
in Shawneetown will be moved to 
the new site for the housing of the 
1650 residents, 

Construction of the homes and 
business buildings will progress to- 
gether, and the homes completed 
first will be made available to ‘the 
families in greatest need. Business 
buildings will be completed as the 
needs of the new community in- 
crease, 

The W P A will build five and 
one-half miles of streets, 11 miles 
of sidewalks and four and one-half 
miles of sewers. The present water- 
works, constructed as a P W A pro- 
ject, will be moved with the city. 


331,251 ST. LOUIS VOTERS 
PERMANENTLY REGISTERED 


Audit of Enrollment Completed; 
About 3000 Cards to Require 
Checking. 

Completion of an audit of the 
registration of voters in the initial 
enrollment under the new perma- 
nent registration system, held Dec. 


6 and 7, showed today that 327,- 
200 persons qualified at the 783 pre- 
cinct polling places on the two 
days. In addition, there have been 
4051 voters registered at the Elec- 
tion Board office, up to last night, 
bringing the total now on the books 
to 331,251. 

The number found to have reg- 
istered in the precincts was 4089 
less than reported in the original 
tabulation. The reduction was due 
largely to the error of some pre- 
cinct officials in reporting after the 
second day a two-day total instead 
of the single day’s results. 

About 3000 registrations were 
found which will require checking. 
In some of these cases voters will 
be summoned to the office to fur- 
nish data omitted from their cards, 
while in others corrections can be 
made by the deputy election com- 
missioners, where two deputies of 
the same party signed a card in- 
stead of one from each party.

CTY GRADING OF MILK. 
T0 START TOMORROW 


Standard Ordinance Went Inte 
Effect Year Ago—Producers 
Had 12 Months to Comply. 


Notices have been sent by the 
Health Department to about 8000 
milk producers, 23 receiving plants 
and 42 dairies, announcing that 
grading of milk under the stand- 
ard milk ordinance adopted a year 
ago, will begin tomorrow. The or- 
dinance. became effective Dec. 15, 
1936, and under its distributors had 
a year to meet requirements. 

The grading period will last six 


months and at some time during 
that period, following a series of 
inspections and samplings of milk, 
new grades will be announced, Dr, 
Joseph F. Bredeck, Health Com- 
missioner, said, Distributors will 
be permitted to continue labeling 
milk as at present until the new 
grades are announced, but after 
that time the labels must show the 
grade as fixed by the city. 

Grade A is for milk having a 
bacteria count of not more than 
200,000 per cubic centimeter before 
pasteurization and not more than 
30,000 afterward. This milk com- 
prises 95 per cent of the consump- 
tion. Grade B milk must rot have 
more than 50,000 bacteria after 
pasteurization, but raw milk with 
not more than 1,000,000 bacteria 
may be used for it. Grade C must 
be marked “for cooking only.” 

Results of inspections and sam- 
plings will be available to pro- 
ducers and they will be advised of 
defects and get an opportunity to 
correct them before the next in. 
spection. At least four samples of 
the milk of each producer must be 
tested before grades are an- 
nounced. Any milk permitted to 
remain in the B class more than 
30 days will automatically drop 
into Grade C and the producer will 
be required to label it as such. 

Before grades are announced the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice will be called in for a survey 
of the inspection reports. There 
are 30 inspectors and three super 
visors in the city milk control of- 
fice, 


Seals on Christmas Mail. 

The postoffice regulation prohib« 
iting seals and stickers on the ad- 
dress side of domestic mail has 
been suspended, as usual, for the 
month of December, Postmaster W. 
Rufus Jackson has announced. He 
urged, however, that users of seals 
place them on the reverse rather 
than the address side of parcels and 
letters.

Rate Chosen by Board. 

The rate to be preposed to the 
voters was fixed by the Board of 
Education last night. As had been 
expected, the Board set the rate 
to be sought at 85 cents,on $100 val- 
uation, the limit which has been au- 
thorized by vote for the last 17 
years. 

An April date for the election 
was discussed at the Board's meet- 
ing, but the members, not knowing 
that a February election would be 
virtually impossible, favored the 
earlier date, so that there might be 
time for a second vote, if the prop- 
osition should be defeated the first 
time. The rate for 1938 must be 
certified to the municipal authori- 
ties, for tatx purposes, by May 15. 

Every four years the voters must 
approve the maximum rate, if 
above the constitutional limitation 
of 60 cents, but annually the board 
may fix the rate either at or below 
the maximum. Ecept for three 
years when there were small reduc- 
tions, the board has fixed the rate 
at 85 cents each year since 1921. 

Wording Is Criticised. 

Chairman Arthur A. Blumeyer of 
the Tax Election Committee criti- 
cised the wording of the resolution 
calling the election because of use 
of the term “increase” with refer- 
ence to the difference between the 
‘60-cent constitutional limitation 
and the 85-cent rate proposed. Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Philip J. Hickey 
replied that this was the form used 
repeatedly in the past. 

The ballot will be in “yes” and 

“no” form with a footnote pointing 
out that the 85-cent maximum was 
authorized at the last eléction, in 
1934. A majority vote will be re- 
quired. Board officers were author- 
ized to take all necessary steps for 
holding the election. 

Election of the board’s supply 
commissioner for the next four 
years was deferred until next Tues- 
day because of the absence of one 
member, Thomas F. Quinn, due to 
the death of his mother. The office 
has been held for the last four 
years by Charles Lee Barr, an em- 
ploye of the supply department 
since 1903 and formerly assistant 
commissioner, His salary has been 
$7500 a year.

JAPAN'S SIDE STATED. 
AT WASHINGTON b. 


Embassy Counselor Says His 
Country Has No Territorial — 
Ambitions in China.

Washington University today, heard 
Japan’s policy in China defended 
by Yakichiro Suma, Counselor of 
the Japanese Embassy at Washing- 
ton. Suma’s talk was in the nature 
of a reply to the talk made recent- 
ly at the University by Dr. T. Z 
Koo, Chinese scholar and leader. 

“We are going to settle this irra- 
tional once and for all,” 
Co Suma said. “This does 
not mean that we are to an- 
nex any part of China.” The latter. 
statement, in the question period 
which followed, brought from a 
student a question as to whether 
Japan would give back the Chinese 
territory now occupied. The speak- 
er i y replied by repeating, 
“We have no territorial ambitions 
in China,” 

As a chief reason for the present 
situation, Suma gave the activity 
of Communist forces in China. He 
said that Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, at 
the time of his capture by “a rival 
war lord” last year, “was held cap- 
tive until he agreed to join forces 
with the Communists,” in a pro- 
gram of immediate war on Japan. 

Suma compared Japan’s Oriental 
policy to the Monroe Doctrine, and 
said that China, while making 
progress in some respects in recent 
years, had failed to make the lives 
of foreigners secure. “Else why,” 
he asked, “do the United States, 
Great Britain and France still main- 
tain troops ashore and naval ves- 


jsels in Chinese rivers to protect 


their officials and citizens?” 

A question, as phrased by a stu- 
dent, was: Who decides the for- 
eign policy of Japan—the fanatical 
war lords or Parliament?” Prof. 
Roland G. Usher, in relaying this 
question to the speaker, made it, 
“the Army or Parliament?” There 
was laughter at this change, and 
there was further laughter when 
Suma replied, “It is the nation 
which decides the foreign policy.” 
Suma smiled broadly, but did not 
add to his reply.

Manufacturers Seeking Higher 
Tariff Say Czech Can Do It 
Because He Is Dictator. 


By the Associated: Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — Rep- 


resentatives of the American shoe 
industry continued today to pre- 
sent figures which they hoped 
would convince the Tariff Com- 
mission that higher duties on im- 
ported cemented shoes were neces- 
sary to protect American wage 
standards. 


The commission opened public 
hearings yesterday in its investiga- 
tion of the differences in cost of 
production here and abroad, 
directed by a Senate resolution 
adopted last fall. 

Eight members of Congress, in- 
cluding Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, co-author of the 
resolution, joined representatives of 
New England shoe manufacturers 
in an appeal for higher tariffs to 
protect American factories from 
foreizn competition. ö 

The Legislators and shoe repre- 
sentatives directed their attack 
against the Bata Shoe Co. of 
Czechoslovakia, which tney accused 
of underselling American manufac- 
turers in the domestic market. 

Union ve Heard. 

Lewis C. Hulbert of Boston, rep- 
resenting the United Shoe Work- 
ers of America, a Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization affiliate, said 
American wage levels were threat- 
ened by “cheap labor” shoes made 
in Czechoslovakia. He said organ- 
ized American workers were unable 
to compete on an equal basis with 
unorganized regimented Czech 
workers. 

Hulbert said conditions in the 
shoe industry in New England al- 
ready were serious and asserted 
standards of living obtained by 
years of tireless effort by his or- 
ganization were in danger - of being 
reduced because of “this unfair 
competition.” 

Bata Production Superior. 

Albourne D. Long, representing 
the New England Shoe and Leather 
Association, presented figures yes- 
terday intended to show that shoes 
sold in this country by Bata for 
$1.20 to $1.25 cost $1.55 a pair to 
manufacture in American plants. 
Long said the Bata product, selling 
at about $2 retail, was superior in 
quality and workmanship to Amer- 
ican shoes retailing at the same 
price and was actually the equal 
of American shoes retailing at $2.65 
and up. 

Under present tariffs, he said, 
“Bata isnot only able to sell shoes 
for less money than our domestic 
manufacturers but to sell better 
shoes. The difference represents 
practically a full grade.” 

The American shoe representa- 
tives urged a 20 per cent tariff ap- 


plied to the American selling price. 


The present duty on women’s ce- 
mented shoes is 20 per cent ad 
valorem. 

J. Sidney Bernstein, representing 
Bata, asked if the lower Bata pro- 
duction cost was not due to greater 
efficiency of the Bata plant. 

Long replied there was no com- 
parison between the efficiency of 
the Bata plant and that of New 
England factories. 

“Bata,” he said, “is a virtual 
dictator, able to adopt methods and 
practices not adaptable here. If 
United States plants are not as ef- 
ficient as Bata it is because we 
nave certain regulations and meth- 
ods of treating workers that we 
must observe.“ 

James H. Stone, secretary of the 
New England Shoe and Leather As- 
sociation, said 31 New England 
manufacturers | they lost 
fall orders for 000 pairs of 
shoes to the Bata company Stone 
said these orders would have pro- 
vided four weeks’ employment for 
7000 workers in the New Englan 
industry.

WAR DEBT PAYMENTS 


Remittance of 39828 Is First 
Break in Defaults Since 
June, 1932. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 15, — The 
Hun Government gave the 
United States a remit on its 
war debt today. 

A note handed to ‘of 
State Hull by Minister John Pelenyi 
informed this Government a check 
for $9828 was being deposited in the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 

Hungary thus became the first of 
12 nations to undertake a resump- 
tion of payments which were 
stopped during or after the Hoover 
moratorium of 1932. 

By far tne greater part of the 
$1,680,170,447 which fell due today 
on the semiannual installment date, 
however, went by default again. 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Po- 
land and Yugoslavia repeated in 
advance that they were not able 
to pay. The other six defaulters 
were expected to follow suit. 

Of all the war debtors, only. Fin- 

land has met its installments fully 
and promptly, and agreed to do se 
again today. Finland and Hungary 
were post-war borrowers, Hungary 
having been, in conjunction with 
Austria, an ally of Germany in the 
war, 
Hungary owed a total of $467,- 
673 in current and past due instal- 
ments. It notified the State De- 
partment in August that it pro- 
posed to resume partial payments 
at the rate of $9828 semiannually for 
a period of three years, or a total 
of $58,968. This compared with 
$258,440 which will fall due during 
that time. 

The Hungarian Government in- 
dicated it would seek to negotiate a 
refunding of its entire debt of $1,- 
939,000 during the three-year par- 
tial payment period. 

It had paid nothing since June 
‘15, 1932, when economic conditions 
forced its Government to suspend 
transfers of foreign currency. These 
are being resumed on a partial scale 
in both public and private obliga- 
tions.

DOUBLED I SZ 


This Seems Probable in Or- 
der to Insure Proper 
Representation for All In- 
terests. 


For the third day, members of 
the Executive Committee of the Re- 
publican National Committee today 
continued at the Coronado Hotel to 
drone through long lists of names 
under consideration for membership 
on its Program Committee to draft 
a new declaration of party princi- 
ples, ever on the alert for a chair- 
man, at once suitable and receptive, 
who might serve as a Moses to lead 
the party out of the political wil- 
derness. 

That the undertaking had proved 
more difficult than had been an- 


ticipated was indicated by National 
Chairman John D. M. Hamilton's 
messages sent last night canceling 
engagements to address a four-state 
Republican conference at Denver 
tomorrow and another party meet- 
ing Friday at Salt Lake City. Ham- 
ilton still is scheduled to speak at 
Portland, Ore., Saturday. 

The morning session of the con- 
ference was prolonged until after 2 
p. m., while the committee consid- 
ered proposals for the representa- 
tion of labor and of banking on 
the Program Committee, 

After recess was taken, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Wyeth of St. Joseph, Mo., na- 
tional committeewoman, and a 
member of the conference group, 
talked with Arthur M. Curtis of 
Springfield, national committeeman, 
and Barak T. Mattingly of St. 
Louis, State chairman, on the selec- 
tion of Missouri members of the 
program body. 3 

List Boiled Down to 250. 

When the 21 members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee ended their sec- 
ond after-midnight session today, 
the list of more than 1300 suggest- 
ed names, including their own nom- 
inations as well as those from Re- 
publicans in their districts, had 
been reduced to about 250. In or- 
der to give what had been agreed 
upon as proper representation to 
all interests, it appeared probable 
that the Program Committee, orig- 
inally conceived as a “Committee 
of 100,” would have 200 members.

Governor, Looking Into Lay- 
offs, Hopes Wage Bill May 
Remedy Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Dec. 15.—Gov. 
Lewis O. Barrows last night an- 
nounced “pending suspension of 
work in woolen mills of Maine” and 
said he understood competition 
from Southern wage schedules was 
one of the chief factors. Barrows 
made his statement after a confer- 
ence with the Maine Textile Coun- 
cil. He gave no figures as to the 
extent of such a suspension. The 
Governor said he recently visited 
headquarters of the American 
Woolen Co, in New York “to ascer- 
tain what, if any, relief might be 
possible in order to resume work 
in Maine’s woolen mills.” 

“I was given to understand, by 
officials of the company,” he said, 
“that one of the greatest obstacles 
was the competition from Southern 
wage schedules. They stated them 


to be far below the current wage 
schedule in Maine. 

“Furthermore, they advised me 
they were unable to manufacture 
cloth and compete with this low 
Southern schedule. They felt hope- 
ful relief would come in the wage 
and hour bill now pending before 
Congress, but it seems to be the 
opinion everywhere that the bill 
will be vigorously opposed by 
Southern members of Congress.” 

Barrows adde that the “South- 
ern demand” for a revised rail rate 
from the South into the North was 
“another potential possibility that 
will work great harm to industrial 
New England.” 

The Governor said he and the 
council “went over the urgent sit- 
uation as the result of pending sus- 
pension of work in the woolen mills 
of Maine.”

GERMANY ENLISTS ALL 
RESUURGES FOR WAR 


Formation of Economic Gener- 
al Staff Announced in Con- 
cept of Total Militarism.

BERLIN, Dec, 15.—The formation 
is announced officially of a perma- 
nent “economic general staff“ to 


prepare in peace time for immediate 


and complete mobilization of all 
economic resources of the German 
nation at the outbreak of a war. 
The new organization will function 
directly under Field Marshal Wer- 
ner von Blomberg, War Minister. 
Members of the staff, who are to 
be called Economic Defense Fueh- 
rers, or leaders, are being named 
by Blomberg and by the command- 
ers of the three primary fighting 
arms, Colonel-General Werner von 
Fritsch, chief of the army general 
staff; Admiral-General Erich Rae- 
der, Navy Minister, and Colonel- 
General Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Air Minister and economic dictator, 
The exact number of Economie 
Defense Fuehrers to be named has 
not yet been disclosed, but appar-~ 
ently it is to be about 100. Goering 
already has designated his own list 
of 22 nominees, most of them civil 
ian engineers and industrial lead- 
ers. The announcement said Blome 
berg and Raeder likewise had se- 
lected, although not yet published, 
their lists of candidates, and that 
Fritsch would add his nominations, 
The formation of an economic 
general staff was projected by 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler last year, 
but its organization has been de- 
layed until the present. It is Nazi 
Germany’s newest contribution to 
the concept of total militarism, or 
“total war,” under which in peace 
time all economic life is directed 
toward complete military prepared- 
ness, 

Hitler has resolved that the Reich 
shall enter the next war not only 
with perfect military organization 
—former Kaiser Wilhelm II and his 
aids had something approaching 
that—but also with an economic 
organization which can be changed 
literally almost overnight to meet 
modern war-time conditions. The 
new economic general staff is to 
play a major role in these prepara- 
tions. 

Another injportant factor is the 
four-year pl for economic self- 
sufficiency, der which attention 
is being concentrated on develop-« 
ing synthetic substitutes for the 
primary raw materials which Ger- 
many lacks. With a secretariat of 
three Colonels working under him, 
Goering is special commissar for 
the realization of the four-year 
plan,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Higher Education for 

Missouri Negroes,” was a disappoint- 
ment to me. I had expected that you would 
denounce the action of the University of 
Missouri in refusing admittance to Lloyd 
Gaines (now upheld by the Stats“ Su- 
preme Court) for what it really was— 
bigotry, in the truest sense of the word. 
It is an anomaly that intolerance should 
exist in our State university, where pre- 
sumably one would expect spiritual and 
cultural values to prevail. 

As for the policy of segregation, 
suggest that if such a policy is to be 
continued, it is the State’s responsibility 
to improve educational facilities for the 
Negro. The assumption that Missouri 
can atone in this manner for the crime 
it has perpetrated against the Negro is 
the flimsiest of platitudes, designed, per- 
haps, as an attempt to soothe the public 
conscience. 

I insist that the State’s obligation is to 
discontinue the practice of segregation, 
for such a practice is not compatible with 
‘justice. We are deluding ourselves when 
we pretend there can be a compromise 
with justice. 

The fact that the practice of segrega- 
tion has been in operation for a long time 
is not a valid reason for its continuance. 
By consistently refusing to recognize 
our prejudices for what they are, we 
allow them to become more deep-rooted 
than ever, and consequently harder to 
eradicate. 
Instead of evading the seemingly 
harsh demands of justice, let us rather 
drag our prejudices out into the all-re- 
. vealing light of reason; then, if we are 
‘truly rational beings, bigotry will cease 
to exist.

Everybody interested in politics, which ought to 
include all of us, has been watching the meeting 
of the Republican party leaders in St. Louis. What 
impression the meeting has made on public opinion 
may not positively be stated, but it is fair to say, 
we believe, that no idea has yet been advanced, no 
utterance phrased, to stir popular enthusiasm. No 
figure has stepped forth in the commanding mantle 
of leadership. | ere 
Differences of sentiment have been expressed. They 
have evoked impatient, not to say ill-tempered, 
replies. Consider the proposal, for instance, of the 
New Jersey manufacturer who wants to get rid of 
the party’s traditional and present control for the 
purpose of adopting policies demanded by. changed 
conditions and placing the party’s management in the 
custody of young, upcoming men, untrammeled by 
the liens of repudiation and failure which lie against 
the incumbent Republican National Committee. 
Chairman Hamilton's answer to that suggestion is: 
“No man has the right to read me or anyone else 
out of the party.” Such sophistry may be satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Hamilton and his supporters, but the 
evasion is too obvious, the insincerity too palpable, 
for discussion. It need only be said that Mr. John- 
son of New Jersey did not assume to read Mr. Ham- 
ilton or anyone else out of the party. He merely 
submitted that Mr. Hamilton step down from the 
chairmanship and make way for another, who, in no 
conceivable circumstances, could score a more com- 
plete practical failure than did Mr. Hamilton in the 
1936 classic salvage of Maine and Vermont.

What 
chance for success can the Republican party hope for 
unless it re-establish popular confidence in its ca- 
pacity as an instrument of government? Today, the 
leaders of the Republican party, confronted with the 
question of holding a mid-term convention, are un- 
able forthrightly to say Yes or No. Back of that 
indecision, of course, is the grinning ghost of fac- 
tional advantage. How, pray, can an organization un- 
able to rise above factional strategy in an item of 
party procedure hope to recapture the public’s faith 
in its ability to meet the infinite and complex prob- 
lems that now press hard upon all governments? 

The business of selecting a committee to write a 
new charter for the party is truly a difficult task. 
Yet the public verdict as to whether the task has 
been well or badly performed will be rendered on 
the character of the men chosen. Is their choice to 
be determined by factional jockeying? By Hoover- 
ites or anti-Hooverites? By Landonites or anti-Lan- 
donites? By pro-Hamiltonians or anti-Hamiltonians? 
From the backing and filling on the mid-term conven- 
tion, it is a fair inference that the Charter Commit- 
tee will reflect the triumph of one clique or another. 
If so, it may be dismissed as an empty gesture.

A consequence of the, State’s indefensible relief 
policy of the last few months is making itself felt 
in the record of evictions of destitute families. Sin 
Missouri authorities ceased paying rent, almost three 
months ago, it is estimated that 200 meedy St. Louis 
families have been put out of their homes, The new 
agreement between city and State has not helped this 
situation a particle, The Social 8 Commis- 
sion, after a prolonged debate, agreed to meet the 
costs of food and fuel for the emergency period, but 
refused to allot one cent for rent, gas, electricity, 
clothing and other necessities. ‘ 

The rent situation is unjust to the landlords no 
lens than to the city’s. destitute citizens, ‘The aver- 
‘age landlord is not the ogre that an unfair tradi- 
tion représents him to be. Instead of being a cold- 
hearted plutocrat, he is often a struggling citizen 
whose sliabby. properties are his sole source of liveli- 
hood. He has certain obligations which cannot be. 
evaded: taxes, insurance, water bills and essential 
items of repair. When tenants are compelled to de- 
fault, his plight becomes but little better than theirs. 
Considering the large number of dependent fami- 
lies and the prolonged rent delinquencies, 200 evic- 
tions is.a moderate figure. It is safe to say that 
few if any of these have occurred since the real win- 
ter weather began. This means that if a landlord is 
considerate, he must shoulder a part of the relief 
burden that is clearly a public responsibility. If he 
is hard-hearted enough to consider his own interests 
first, he adds to the human suffering incident to 
the shortcomings of the relief policy. 

This doubly unjust condition can be rectified. The 
State has a large unspent reserve resulting from the 
2 per cent sales tax. Why not a fair deal for the 
destitute unemployed and their struggling landlords? 
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THE OLD MAESTRO. 

That venerable son of Germany, Max Schmeling, 18 
now on his way back to the Fatherland and looking 
forward to a fairly merry Christmas. He has attained 
the ripe age of 32, which in the profession of pugil- 
ism. is slippered ease and peaceful fireside dozing, 
with “the roar of the crowd” muted down to a vague, 
nostalgic echo.

All the artifices of delay have been employed in the 
belief that every postponement meant a grayer, slow- 
er, wearier Schmeling. That theory is out. In the 
matter of the engagement with the Mighty Max, the 
Brown Bomber’s strategists might turn from the 
legends of the ring to the counsel of Shakespeare: 
“If it were done when ‘tis done, then twere well it 
were done quickly.” 
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RECALLING A PRINCIPLE OF JUSTICE HOLMES. 

The award of a $7000 peace prize to Rosika 
Schwimmer in New York furnishes an occasion— 
and such occasions do not come too often—to recall 
the magnificent words of the late Justice Holmes 
in his minority opinion in the case involving her pe- 
tition for citizenship eight years ago. Some of her 
beliefs as a pacifist “might excite popular prejudice,” 
he conceded, and then went on to say that 

if there is any principle of the Constitution that 
more imperatively calls for attachment than any 
other it is the principle of free thought—not 
free thought for those who agree with us, but 
freedom for the thought that we hate. I think 
that we should adhere to that principle with re- 
gard to admission into, as well as life within, 
this country. 

What the Supreme Court would hold on this issue 
today could be known only from another test case. 
The division in 1929 was 6 to 3, but two years later, 
when the similar cases of Miss Marie Bland and Dr. 
Douglas C. Macintosh came before the court, the 
line-up was 5 to 4, Justice Stone having had the 
courage of his convictions and reversed his stand 
against such admissions to citizenship. — 

The latest change in the personnel of the Supreme 
Court has removed Justice Van Devanter, who was 
against admission to citizenship in both instances. 
When the next case of this character goes to the 
high tribunal, it may be that Justice Holmes’ golden 
rule of free thought will be the accepted principle, 
as so many of his other beliefs have been adopted 
in time.

who once inhabited these lands and had 
a place of some power and prestige before 
the coming of the great Ice Age, and now 
all that we stood for, our whole ideology and 
dialectic, is rejected and we are in the dog- 
house and we know it. 

Let me identify us as those liberals who 
for a quarter of a century before 1932 be- 
lieved that if we could change the environ- 
ment of the under-privileged, give them bet- 
ter housing, better wages with which they 
could buy better food and better clothes, ed- 
ucate their children in better schools, afford 
them decent amusement and profitable di- 
version, we would approximately solve the 
problem of poverty. 

We used to think that maybe if we could 
arrange a social order in which the differ- 
ences in social reward would be reflected in 
the differences in social and economic ca- 
pacity to serve society, we would have done 
something really worth while. Our whole 
plan of social salvation was to cherish and 
deepen human self-respect. 

Distribution of things fooled us. We thought 
that some way a formula of progress could 
be found hidden in prosperity. 

We forgot our objective, which was the 
human spirit. We began to think that the 
whole trick could be done by distributing 
toothpaste, automobiles, radios, bathtubs, 
parks, playgrounds, high schools, libraries, 
extension courses and canned soups to those 
who hitherto had been denied these boons. 

So when the great ice sheet came in the 
early part of the fourth decade and millions 
of men and women were hungry and cold, 
we old neolithic liberals were out. They 
sent us to the doghouse, and here we are.

This view has begun to take hold 
in all the important intellectual cen- 
ters of the Western world and is in 
the course of development by a body 
of thinkers and scholars who are as 
yet little known to the general pub- 
lic. They will gradually be read 
and come to be understood, though 
for some years to come they will be 
dismissed by the conventional pro- 
gressive as reactionaries and rene- 
gades. 

But the truth they are speaking 
will prevail because it is the truth. 
Already, as the Dewey report on 
Trotsky shows plainly, the bland 
assumption about Russia as an 
ideal is shattered among men of the 
Left, and a searching re-examination 
of this assumption is, even for The 
Nation and the New Republic, ines- 
capable. 


My own view is that the identifi- 


cation in the post-war era of pro- 
gressivism with the Russian scheme 
of things was one of those cardinal 
and costly errors which plunge 
mankind into deep and dark reac- 
tion. It has caused the leading pro- 
gressives to insist on measures of 
alleged reform which in fact para- 
lyze the economic foundations of 
free democracy. It has divided the 
liberal forces of the world. It has 
sterilized the thinking necessary to 
adapt liberalism to modern condi- 
tions, and it has gravely weakened 
the defenses of liberty against bar- 
barous aggression. 

An error of such scope and such 
depth cannot be dissipated quickly. 
This error, is deep-rooted, having 
been cultivated by the most influen- 
tial men of our era for more than 
one generation. For some consider- 
able time to come the error will 
persist, and those who challenge it 
today need have no illusion about 
how long they must wait. Yet the 
dissipation of this error will be 
well worth waiting for.

The Guidi String Quartet, with

Wagner asked the full commit- 
tee to take up immediately the 
amendments to the National Hous- 
ing Act, which are deisgned to put 
into effect President Roosevelt's 
suggestions for a home-building 
boom. 

When there was objection, Wag- 
ner was said to have told the com- 
mittee that he felt that any vote 
to send the amendments to a sub- 
committee “would be a vote to 
humiliate me publicly” because of 
the delay involved. 

Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky, who had expressed hope 
the committee could report the 
amendments out, supported Wag- 
ner. Later, however, he moved to 
name a subcommittee when Sena- 
tor Bulkley (Dem.), Ohio, object- 
ed that more time was needed to 
go over the amendments, 

When the committee voted 
against Wagner’s plea for immedi- 
ate action, the chairman offered 
to resign.

The method of handling beer rev- 
enue stamps will be changed to 
eliminate what McKittrick called 
a lax system which has cost the 
State a large but undetermined 
amount of income, Under the sys- 


‘ [tem to be terminated, brewers and 


beer wholesalers have requisitioned 
quantities of the stamps from the 


office of the State Supervisor of 


Liquor Control, without payment, 
and later have remitted payments 
based on the numbers of stamps 
they said they had used. 

There has been no close check 
to determine whether this was the 
volume actually used or which 
should have been used, the Attor- 
ney-General said, He declared that 
in some instances the stamps on 
kegs and cases had been employed 
time and again instead of being re- 
placed with new ones on each fill- 
ing of the containers. The new 
system will require cash payment 
as stamps are drawn. 

Instead of having beer stamps of 
a single color, the new regulations, 
in order to facilitate checking, will 
have a variety of colors, for 3.2 
beer, 5 per cent beer, case beer, 
barrel beer and supplies to be sold 
outside the State. 

There will be a change, intended 
merely to eliminate delays, in the 
handling of the revenue stamps for 
spiritous liquors. Heretofore the 
State Supervisor has deposited 
quantitiés of these stamps in banks 
scattered over the State, which 
acted as agents, collecting for the 
stamps as drawn by distillers nnd 
wholesalers. After Jan, 1 the 
stamps will be available only from 
the supervisor’s office. A check 
several weeks ago showed that the 
banks were holding stamps which 
would yield, on sale, $328,000. 

Widespread violations of the law 
have occurred, McKittrick said, in 
evasion of dealers’ licenses, furnish- 
ing of equipment or money for 
saloonkeepers by brewers and 
wholesale liquor dealers, and sale of 
hard liquor by establishments li- 
censed only to handle beer. 

The new regulations, he added, 
are designed to put a stop to these 
violations. He pointed out that it 
was a felony to sell hard liquor 


without a license. Many dealers 


had evaded licenses, he said, par- 
‘ticularly some buying from whole 
galers or other dealers and selling 
at retail. He could not estimate 


the State’s resultant loss of rev- 


enue, 

Inspectors from thé Attorney- 
Generals office and the office of 
Thomas F. Fitzgerald, State Super- 
visor of Liquor Control, will co- 
operate in enforcement of the new 
regulations, certifying violations to 
local officials for prosecutions, Mc- 
Kittrick declared. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA LEVIES 
DEFENSE TAX ON BEER 


Just Half the Seven Mills a Liter 
Laid for That Purpose on 
Soft Drinks. 

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, — Beer 
drinkers in Czechoslovakia hence- 
forth must pay on every liter 
(about a quart) a tax of 3% mills 
for national defense. On soft 
drinks defense taxes are twice as 

high, seven mills a liter. 

Czechoslovakia has just drawn up 
its budget for 1933, and these new 
taxes are part of the program to 
cover rising military appropria- 
tions. Next year Czechoslovakia, a 
nation of about 15,000,000 popula- 
tion, plans to spend $160,000,000 to 
strengthen its defenses, This | 
amounts to about 45 per cent of.the 
national outlay for the year. Half 
is included in the regular budget, 
to be met by income taxes and new 
consumers’ taxes, including levies 
on beverages, sugar, gasoline, rub- 
ber and textiles. The rest will be 
raised by bond issues. 

During the last three years 
Czechoslovakia has spent more 
than $500,000,000 on enlarging and 
modernizing the army and fortify- 
ing the frontiers.

First of 10,000 to Collect 
- $300,000 in St. Louis

The first of about 10,000 suits to 
collect more than $300,000 in delin- 
quent State income taxes from indi- 
viduals and corporations in St. 
Louis and the suburbs are being 
filed in Justice of the Peace courts. 

Four hundred suits, prepared at 
the Jefferson City office of Attor- 
ney-General Roy McKittrick, who 
ordered the. proceedings, are being 
filed in four justice courts in 
groups of about 100 each. The 
courts selected are those of Jus- 
tices of the Peace Anton Sestric, 
Second District; Charles A. Mo- 
Cune, Ninth District; James Miller, 
Sixth District, and Richard Fitz 
gibbon, Fifth District. 

Justice Sestric, who received his 
group of petitions last Friday and 
Saturday, said he had docketed the 
suits for Jan. 3 and 4 He ex- 
plained that after a suit is reduced 
to judgment the Constable may 
levy against personal or real prop- 
erty to satisfy the State’s claim. 

Seeking $1,000,000 in State. 

The campaign to collect $1,000,000 
in delinquent income taxes through- 
out the State was announced in 
June by Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick. The St. Louis phase of it 
is in charge of Assistant Attorney- 
General Joseph A. Lennon. Suits 
for claims exceeding $750 will be 
filed in Circuit Court. The claims, 
for unpaid taxes in 1932 and 
through 1936, range from $5 upward 
and average about $100, Lennon

Dr. Joseph B. De Lee, noted ob- 
stetrician, said Dr. Bundesen had 
submitted to intramuscular injec- 
tions of the drug sulfanilamide last 
Saturday and then donated his 
blood to an infant stricken by the 


disease. Since then the baby’s con- 
dition has rapidly improved. 
Direct injections of the drug 
had not previously been made on 
humans in this country, Dr. De Lee 
said, although English physicians 


conducted a series of experimental 


injections on 10 medical men. Two 
of these developed a reaction simi- 
lar to that Dr. Bundesen suffered. 
The rash and nausea disappeared 
later, however, medical reports 
showed.

What from all this wealth of play 
material, shall we choose for the 
children? And now that we have 
come right down to it, why shall 
we choose it? Will our choice be 


because we want them to want it? 
Bver since there were 
in the world there have been toys, 
but only within the last two dec- 
ades, when educators and psychol- 
ogists began to delve deeply into 
the nature and potentialities of 
childhood, have playthings been 
seriously regarded as important 
factors in the growth of children. 
This new understanding has been 
marked by several significant de- 
velopments, time and thought has 
gone into the creation of a large 
body of toys, mainly vividly-col- 
ored materials with which to make 
and do things grouped together un- 
der the designation of educational.“ 
On the negative side, there has been 
a persistent. propaganda from so- 
cially minded adults against guns 
and toy soldiers; from educators 
against elaborate and often expen- 
sive mechanical toys which leave 
children bewildered and wored; from 
physicians who point out previ- 
ously unsuspected physical perils 
of many familiar playthings. 
Valuable as the new concentra- 
tion upon children’s playthings 
has been one factor has been con- 
sistently overlooked, and consist- 
ently underplayed. That is the 
matter of the likes and dislikes of 
children themselves. A toy means 
one thing to a critical adult who 
looks at it. It means quite another 
to the children who are to play 
with it. Large ingenious mechan- 
ical toys usually prove irresist- 
ible to gift-buying uncles, probably 
because down in their hearts, they 
would like to have just such a gad- 
get to play with themselves. How- 
ever, a child’s interest in such a 
toy is very transitory. The toy is 
complete; the youngster can’t do 
anything with it; he can't have any 
fun with it. 

89 * * 
ENTIMENTAL recollections of 
their own childhood pleas- 
ures and lack of apprecia- 

tion of the changed interests 
of modern childhood dictate 
only too often the toy selec- 
tions of adults. One teacher, desir- 
ing to show her affection for a fa- 
vorite pupil, bought her one of 
those huge, white, open-at-one-end 
Easter eggs, which when she was 
a little girl had colored pictures of 
flowers and birds inside, and was 
to her young mind, the ultimate in 
surprise and delight. The child 
was delighted to find a picture of 
Mickey Mouse inside the egg, but 
the teacher was heartbroken. 
There is a tendency among intel- 
lectual adults to look askance at 
the toys which derive their enter- 
tainment value from some popular 
idol of the funny papers or the 
screen. Here, again, the grown-up 
has failed to realize that Mickey 
Mouse, Buck Rogers and Shirley 
Temple are a colorful part of the 
living experiences of modern chil- 
dren and as such have a legitimate 
place in the range of their interests. 
And, pacifist propaganda to the 
contrary, we realize that children 
still want to play with guns. Fir- 
ing a gun doesn’t usually. suggest 
war or social destruction to a child; 
rarely signfies-more to him than a 
certain temporary excitement.

The first reaction 
of the children to the new play- 
thing is noted, but the toy is left 
with them until its novelty has 
worn off, and it is possible to have 
a clear impression of its capacity 
to hold the interest. A careful 
check is made of the age groups 
which find the toy most satisfac- 
tory, and of the way it stands up 
under hard play. 

A leading pediatrician told me 
a short time ago that he asks only 
three things of a toy: that it be 
durable, that it be inexpensive, and 
that it be safe. This last matter 
deserves more than a little atten- 
tion, and it is very gratifying that 
there is an increasing awareness 
among manufacturers of the dan- 
gers to children that are inherent 
in many toys. Little children put 
colo blocks and playthings into 
their mouths. It is therefore of the 
highest importance that all dyes 
used in coloring toys contain only 
inoffensive vegetable matter. One 
of the first procedures of the labor- 
atory, when it receives a toy, is 
to sponge it lightly with a damp 
cloth, to ascertain how readily the 
paint comes off. Sharp edges can 
inflict serious injury, therefore all 
metal and wooden toys are careful- 
ly examined for physical safety. 


The unique plan of child-testing 
will, it is believed, prove to be a 
genuine serwice to parents and 
children even more than to manu- 
facturers. To parents, the seal will 
guarantee that the toy offers val- 
ue for the price paid—educational 
as well as entertaining. A reason- 
able durability has been assured, 
and the physical safety of the play- 
thing guaranteed to a certainty. 
Moreover, the parent will know 
that it is a good toy for a partic- 
ular age—the right toy to buy for 
a 3 or 5 or 8 year old, for exam- 
ple. And, he will know that it is 
a toy that children really like.

“South believes that there is a 
close decision as to whether his re- 
sponse, after having opened with 
one diamond, should have been two 
spades or two no trump. He felt 
that with.the queen of clubs in his 
hand, although a singleton, he could 
reasonably expect as good a play 
at no trump. as at a spade declara- 
tion. Is this reasoning correct? 

“In any event, whether South’s 
bids were correct or wrong, was 
North justified in raising to three 
no trump on the second round of 
bidding, or should North have bid 
three clubs, leaving the responsi- 
bility with South as to the final 
declaration? ä 

“Finally, will you be kind enough 
to state the correct bidding?

Taking the points in order, I 
agree with North's insistence that 
the correct opening bid on South's 
hand is one spade, not one dia- 
mond, The most probable response, 
from South's point of view, is clubs, 
He should not anticipate answer- 
ing this probable response with no 
trump. To do so has two bad fea- 
tures: First, it conceals the spade 
suit, which may be the best con- 
tract; second, South’s singleton 
club, even though the queen, is a 
defect at no trump play. Having 
opened with one diamond, it would 
be equally unwise to show the 
spade suit at the two level in re- 
sponse to two clubs. Such a rebid, 
being a “reverse,” would indicate 
a hand substantially better than 
South actually held. 

One spade as the opening bid 
takes care of all eventualities. If 
North responds two clubs, South's 
second bid is two diamonds. And 
the same holds true over a no trump 
response by North. If North bids 
two hearts over the spade, South 
bids three hearts. In short, any 
response North can make to an 
opening one spade bid will not em- 
barrass South for a rebid. 

As to North’s action in going to 
three no trump, this is a close point, 
but for that very reason North 
cannot be censured. He was en- 
titled to assume at least two clubs 
in South’s hand, and these might 
be sufficient to bring home six club 
tricks. The correct bidding is: 

SOUTH. NORTH, 
1 spade 2 clubs 

2 diamonds 3 clubs 
3 no trump 4 clubs 
Pass 

In this bidding sequence North 
should not pass to three no trump, 
especially when doubled. Here 
South has bid three no trump ob- 
viously as a last resort. His bid- 
ding showed strength in three suits 
which in itself indicated lack of a 
club fit, the one feature of which 
North must be reasonably assured 
before he can permit the no trump 
contract to stand.

Among Adults 


Figures Look More Alarming 
Than They Actually Are, 
Says Doctor.

It dealt with 
heart disease, which, it was said, 
kills more people than cancer, tu- 
berculosis, Bright’s disease and 
pneumonia, put together. 
In adult people its frequency is 
striking. Of 2000 graduates of a 


[fon month’s issue of a na- 


great university, it was found that 


of every 1000 deaths, 630 were due 
to heart disease or blood vessel 
disease, This checks closely with a 
study of 3581 American physicians 
who died in 1936, and in these, 624 
out of every 1000 were heart deaths. 
Of course, these figures look more 
alarming than they actually are. 
In a group of that kind, definite- 
ly over the age of 30, infectious dis- 
eases are very uncommon. By and 
large, infectious diseases are dis- 
eases of children. ‘ Tuberculosis, 
which still takes a large toll, kills 
its victims usually under the age 
of 30. The high incidence of heart 
disease really means that people are 
being saved until they get into the 
heart disease period. Dr. Alfred 
E. Cohn has expressed that idea 
by saying that the rise in the car- 
dio-vascular system, is due not to 
malign but to beneficent causes. 
The work. of the heart is a beau- 
tifully adapted piece of mechanism. 
There are six and one-half quarts 
of blood in the body. The heart, 
as a hollow muscle, has to pump 
this all over, bringing food and 
oxygen to all the billions of cells 
in the body. It works tirelessly 
and endlessly, and the amount of 
work that it does has been calcu- 
lated to be equal to raising a man 
of average weight in an elevator 
four yards every 10 minutes. 
The heart beat itself is con- 
trolled largely by the nature of the 
heart muscle, although certain ex- 


-|trinsic controls are brought into 


play casionally. There are 
nerves Which slow the heart or 
make it go more rapidly, but in 
general it makes its own pace. 
This pace is determined by differ- 
ent factors. At rest, of course, the 
rate is slower than when exertion 
makes a demand for more oxygen 
which must be pumped from the 
lungs to the tissues. 

Delicate as all these adjustments 
are, the heart is a pretty tough 
character and stands up against a 
good deal of racket. If more work 
is demanded of it, it enlarges, just 
as any muscle does when more 
work is given it to do. 

The two things that cause most 
heart disease are, first, the thick- 
ening of the arteries that goes with 
old age. This gradual change af- 
fects the heart in two ways. In the 
first place, its own arteries become 
smalier, and hence the heart muscle 
gets less nutrition and, second, the 
rise in blood pressure which accom- 
panies hardening of the arteries 
give it more work to do. 

The second cause of heart\ dis- 
ease is infection, which may light 
on the valves and lead to mechan- 
ical difficulties. Even with the 
valves injured, however, the heart 
may continue to beat well and ef- 
ficiently for many years, some- 
times as many as 50, and, indeed, 
many people with valvular heart 
disease live to old/ age and die of 
somethfhg else arog heart dis- 
ease, ‘ ,
